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Hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  in  the  United  States  on  December  1,  1968 
are  estimated  at  61  „  0  million  head  accordiz^  to  tiie  Crop  Reporting  Board* 
This  is  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Hogs  kept  for 
breeding  are  estimated  at  9.6  million  aia^  market  hogs  at  51.  5  million 
each  up  4  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 


The  June*November  1968  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  45.3  million 
head«  4  percent  above  the  same  period  in  1967.   A  total  of  6.2  million 
sows  farrowed  in  this  period*  4  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 


The  December  1967»May  1968  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  49«2  million, 
up  2  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    The  total  jdg  crop  for  1968  (December 
1967  through  November  1968)  is  estimated  at  94.5  million,  up  3  per- 
cent from  1967. 


Hog  producers  reported  intentions  to  farrow  7.  0  million  sows  during 
the  December  1968-May  1969  period.    This  is  5  percent  more  than 
farrowed  daring  this  period  a  year  earlier.   If  these  farrowing  inten- 
tions are  realized  and  pigs  per  litter  equal  the  average  with  an  allowance 
for  trend,  the  pig  crop  for  this  p>eriod  will  be  51 » 7  million  head,  5  per- 
cent more  than  last  year.

HOGS  AND  PIGS  ON  FARMS  DECEMBER  1,  1968 


The  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  December  1  is  an  estimated 
61,  025,  000  head--up  4  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Breeding  hogs 
totaled  9»570,000,an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1967.    Hogs  and  pigs  for 
market  totaled  51,455,  000,  also  up  4  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

By  weight  group  classification,     the  number  of  market  hogs  and  pigs 
on  hand  December  1,  1968  and  the  percentage  change  from  the  previous 
year  are:  less  than  60  pounds,  18,517,000  head,  up  3  percent;  60-119 
pounds,  13,976,  000  head,  up  4  percent;  120-179  pounds,  10,  576,  000  head, 
up  7  percent;  and  180  pounds  and  heavier,  8,386,  000  head  up  1  percent. 

Hog  numbers  increased  last  year  in  all  areas  except  the  South  Central 
States,  where  they  declined  2  percent.    The  North  Atlantic  and  Western 
Com  Belt  States  show  the  largest  increase8--6  percent.    The  Eastern 
Corn  Belt  States  increased  2  percent,  and  South  Atlantic  and  Western 
States  each  increased  3  percent. 

In  the  10  Corn  Belt  State s*- Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin, 
Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  Kansas--the 
December  1  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  was  an  estimated  47,  150,000  head, 
up  5  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    These  10  States  accounted  for  77  per- 
cent of  the  Nation's  total  hog  and  pig  inventory.    Iowa,  which  accounts 
for  about  one-fourth  of  ^e  Nation's  hog  inventory,  had  5  percent  more 
hogs  than  a  year  earlier. 

Market  hogs  and  pigs  in  the  10  States  totaled  39,747,000,  up  5  per- 
cent from  a  year  earlier.    Breeding  hogs  in  the  10  States  totaled  7,403,000, 
up  5  percent  from  December  1,  1967. 

JUNE-NOVEMBER  PIG  CROP  UP  4  PERCENT 

The  June-November  1968  pig  crop  is  an  estimated  45,  270,  000  head, 
an  increase  of  4  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    The  Western  Corn  Belt 
States  led  all  regions  with  a  7  percent  increase,  followed  by  thf  North 
Atlantic  at  6  percent;  South  Atlantic  and  West,  4  percent;  and  Eastern 
Corn  Belt,  1  percent.    A  decline  of  2  percent  occurred  in  the  South 


Central  States.

Sows  farrowing  during  June-November  1968  totaled  6,  156,  000  head,  up  4  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.    Farrowings  were  up  8  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States,  7 
percent  in  the  Western  Corn  Belt,  2  percent  in  the  Eastern  Corn  Belt,  5  percent  in 
the  South  Atlantic,  3  percent  in  the  West,  and  unchanged  in  the  South  Central  States. 

Average  litter  size  during  June-November  1968  was  7.  35  pigs  compared  with  the 
record  high  for  this  period  1  year  ago  of  7.  38. 

The  June-August  1968  pig  crop  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  totaled  17,648,  000  head, 
an  increase  of  6  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Sows  farrowing  during  the  quarter 
totaled  2,  387,  000  head. 

The  September-November  1968  pig  crop  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  totaled 
17,214,000  head,  up  4  percent  from  the  same  period  of  1967.    Sows  farrowing  totaled 
2,337, 000  head. 

DECEMBER-MAY  INTENTIONS  UP  5  PERCENT 

U.  S.  hog  producers  reported  intentions  to  farrow  6,981,000  sows  during  the 
December  1968-May  1969  period,  5  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    All  regions,  ex- 
cept the  South  Central  which  is  unchanged,  expect  to  farrow  more  sows  than  last  year. 
Increases  range  from  1  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  to  6  percent  in  the  Western  Corn 
Belt  and  West. 

If  the  December-May  sow  farrowing  intentions  are  realized  and  pigs  per  litter 
equal  the  average  plus  an  allowance  for  trend,  the  pig  crop  for  the  period  will  total 
51,  700,  000  head,  5  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier. 

Sows  bred  and  intended  to  farrow  in  1  0  Corn  Belt  States  during  December  1968- 
February  1969  total  1,  862,  000  head,  4  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.  Intentions 
decreased  in  Ohio  and  Indiana,  while  all  other  States  indicate  increases  ranging  from 
2  percent  in  Wisconsin  to  14  percent  in  Kansas, 

Reported  intentions  are  for  3,568,  000  sows  to  farrow  during  the  March-May  1969 
quarter  in  the  10  States,  6  percent  more  than  last  year.    Wisconsin  and  South  Dakota 
expect  no  change  from  a  year  earlier,  while  other  States  indicate  increases  of  3  to 
10  percent.
